THE JOURNEY. 
Mr. A. G. Smitli, who arrived in 
this city on Monday’, direct from Fort 
Edmonton, on the head waters o: the 
Saskatchawan rivér, bas kindly sup- 
plied the following interesting infor, | 
mation:—I went over to the Blackfoot 
mines in the spring of 18535 where I 
worked with consHderable success till | 
August. A reat excitement was got | 
up respecting rich,diggings said to be 
struck on the bead waters of the Sask- } 
atchawan River, gnd I started out on | 
the Lith August ‘for that new Eldora- | 
do, in company with another man. | 
Going by the way of Kootenay five 
more joined us, cand we started out 


from that miningf§ camp a party of 


seven, with sixteen horses packed 
with provisions, imining implements, 
camp equipage, Xe. We decided upon } 
taking the Vermillion Pass; for al_| 
though the rout¢ by the Elk River 
Pass would have;been preferable, yet | 
we learned that/several parties had | 
been murdered there by the Blackfoot | 
Indians. We reached Fort Edmonton | 
in 38 days, having met with no mis- | 
hap. Indeed ourjjourney was remark- | 
ably devoid of idcident. On the sum-| 
mit we had a fall of snow to a depth 
of about three inches. In descending | 
towards the Fort ‘we found a magnifi- 
cent open country, dotted with lakes, 
intersected by streams, and every- 
where covered with the most luxuriant 
grasses, also abounding in game of all 
kinds incident to that latitude, from | 
the prairie chicken to the grizzly bear 
and the shaggy buffalo. In fact it ap- 
peared. to us ‘the most magnificent 
country we bail ever seen. On ‘the 
9th October, as:we neared the Fort, it 
began to suow, which continued du- 


| 


ring the remainder-of our journey, the | 
winter having fairly set in. | 






We remained at the Fort the great- 
er part of the winter, occasionally 
making incursjons into the surround- 
ing country, pardy for amusement 
and partly in gearch of game, rabbits | 
being very abandant and easily cap- | 
tured. In facet both Indians and | 
whites may be said to have chiefly 
subsisted upon fish and rabbits during

Mr. Uhristie, the Factor at Edmonton, 


a kind, gentlémanly and obliging man. 
As for the nfain object of our visit, 
the gold mings, we -soon learned that 
gold mining 6n the Saskatchawan was 
a very tame Affair, even. less. exciting 
and in many instances less satisfactory 
in its resultsithan a rabbit hunt. The 
so-called gol# mines are confined to 
the bars of;the river, exteniling, so 
far asis yet’ known, some 50 miles 
above and 59 miles below Edmonton. 
These mineycan only be worked a few 
weeks in the spring and afew weeks’ 
in the fall of the year, and with rock- 
ers, the only machinery yet. in. use, 
yield variously from 7Scts. to $2 50 a| 
day to the rand. The gold is very fine | 
“and quicksilver is used in collecting it. 
“There were:less than a dozen men, 
mostly halftbreeds,at work. A party 
of seven, ineluding * Black Jack” and 
“ Dancing Bill,” two well-known Car- 
ibooites, were organizing and fitting 
out at Edmondton with a view of 
rospecting the entire country through 
»y Peace River to Cariboo.
